London, Aug. 10th.—The Timessiys 
editorially: “he Russian net is 
cast so wide that it is to place every 
neutral vessel trading with Japan at 
the-tender mercies of :the Russian 
crujsers.

Lord Lansdowne calls it, which was 
perpetrated in the case of the Knight 
Commander.

Mountain Peak Scaled | 


Blairmore, Alberta, August 10th.— 

A red flag floating from a staff on 
the crest of Crow's Nest mountain 
signalizes another mountain climbing 
triumph achieved in the Canadian 
Rockies. The majestic dome which 
overlooks the entire valley of the 
Crow’s Nest pass from the summit 
east and from which the pass deriv- 
ed its name, has been climbed, a feat 
which has hitherto been believed to 
be among the things impossible. 

Credit for the achievement belongs 
to Edward Whymper, of London, 
England, famed as the most noted 
mountain climber in the world, for 
while Mr. Whymper was not first to 
place foot on top of the mountain it 
was due to his initiative that the at- 
tempt was made and jt was only 
owing to a breach of faith or per- 
haps over enthusiasm on the part of 
his assistants that he did not enjoy 
the distinction of leading the ascent. 
And thereby hangs a tale of most 
poignant chagrin suffered by Mr. 
Whymper who had promised himself 
the addition of another laurel to his 
crown of fame. 

Mr. Whymper arrived in the pass 
& few days — since, accompanied by 
Guides Thomas Wilson, of Banff, and 
two Swiss mountain climbers for 
assistants. Preparatory to attempt- 
ing the ascent he sent the two as- 
sistants out to Jocate “as casy a 
route as possible to the base of the 
mountain where the serious part of 
the work would begin. He expected 
to join them there and lead the as- 
cont proper. But for some reason 
they did not return until they had 
made the aso:nt and planted a flag 
on the hiche;t peak of the moun- 
tein. The climb is said ‘to have 
been a most difficult one, but was 
acgomplisbed without mishap.

‘dis examination on evidence, before 
the Commitiee was referred to a Sub- 
Committee for consideration and re- 
port, the report of the Snb-Ceummit- 
iee which followed was adopted by 
this Committee as their own, and is 
as follows :— 

“1. In our opinion, the evidence of 
Mr. Macoun had better be printed as 
reported, with such remarks by Hon- 
ourable members as appear therein.

want it definite, it is less suited for 


eattle as an industry than for grain- 
raising. It is not oly diffiilt to 
zet hay for winter, but it is difficult 
to get water.’ 

“4. Tt is, in our epinion, to be re- 
gretted that Mr. Macoun’s report was 
ever printed or distributed, and we 
would earnestly advise that no mere 
copies cf said report be given to the 
public untii a careful ex~-nination of 
the country by reliable experts can be 
made, and in this connection, we urge 
that the Government take immediate 
action to have this count=*: therowzh- 
ly explored and reported upon by 
competent and reliable men. 

“5. We find ourselves unable to re- 
concile the different sfatements made 
by Mr. Macoun in his evidence and 
in his report. 

“6. We consider this mafter of vi- 
tal importance to the interests o° 
Canada, as the report of Mr. Macoun 
and the evidence given by hinx before 
the Committee must necessarily have 
avery serious effect upcn the opening 
and development of this important 
section of the Dominion. 

“7, Your Committee einnot under- 
take to decide the differences that 
exist between Mr. Macoun and the re- 
ports of the other gentlemen, but 
we are strongly of opinion that he 
had not sufficient knowledge or data 
upon which to found the conclusions 
he arrived at.”
